deeply grounded principle American life 
give every fellow chance—an unconscious 
sense fair play which one the most precious 
possessions our people guarded and cher- 
ished, but must kept within the bounds 
consistency for license one spells unfairness 
another, and while may very nice and 
kindly thing permit ignoramus practice 
medicine, little hard the poor fellow who 
submits the charlatan’s tender mercies and yet 
the tender mercies the clever charlatan are less 
dangerous than the honest endeavors the ignor- 
ant. 

That great observer the foibles human na- 
ture, Barnum, had that people liked 
humbugged. This would seem superla- 
tively true matters health. people cannot 
find anyone humbug them they will often de- 
ceive themselves; they will knowingly indulge 
veriest quackery ostensibly maintain what 
merely deluded sense personal independence. 
shall never forget being called attend bril- 
liant lawyer this city who was ill bronchitis. 
Shamefacedly began the history his trouble 
confessing his quackery. was that mo- 
ment bed with electric wire clamped his 
great toe, the other end which was attached 
tiny brass cylinder hung out the window. 
The bronchitis was supposed drawn out 
through his toe, then conducted along the wire 
and dissipated into the air from the surface the 
cylinder, which the way, was highly polished. 
another case learned judge had been going 
fellow three times week for month 
more submitting each time dilating operation 
the bowel which was supposed relieve some 
affection more imaginary than real. One day 
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happened meet friend coming out the estab- 
lishment who had been going there precisely the 
same errand and for similar length time. 
The pair waited and met several other acquaint- 
ances who were also victims. They 
humor the situation and found their maladies 
suddenly cured. strange thing that men, 
when ill, will not only not apply the matter 
their health the same logic and good sense they use 
their daily lives but will admittedly and con- 
sciously violate all the principles which may have 
made them successful business. 


People have not yet gotten over the primitive 
and mediaeval notions mysticism medicine, 
the miraculous casting out devils, the exorcism 
that organized Christianity and pseudo-Christian- 
ity lend their influence the perpetuation this 
idea. The fact the world too young scien- 
tific thought, its education science too imperfect, 
for very widespread deep penetration have 
occurred anything approaching real conception 
the fact that modern medicine built upon the 
laws investigation and experimentation 
every other branch science—physical, chemical 
biological. 

The idea medicine seems destined 
never die, for one dogma simply gives way 
and replaced another. Our courts law 
clinging they tradition and precedent seem 
never question the distinction between the so- 
inherent right groups men adopt some 
dogmatic principle and make the basis sys- 
tem therapeutics. science there place 
for dogma. attained only ob- 
servation, experimentation and criticism 
co-ordination into positive statement natural 
law though finality any large sense may far 
distant. 

The apathy the public these matters such 
that made devolve upon the medical profes- 
sion appear partisans before the law-making 
bodies order that the-public health may pro- 
tected—a most undignified position, giving sem- 
blance truth the charge those who from 
lack knowledge from perversity mental 
make-up cannot will not throw off their me- 
diaevalism, that the educated physicians are organ- 
ized into medical trust—a proposition which 
not only not the fact, but which every one knows 
the height absurdity. 

Realizing these things the medical profession 
its desire for serving the public has endeavored 
have the legislature prescribe educational 
cations which must met before candidates may 
licensed practice medicine, for the practice 
medicine often there must used methods and 
medicaments which incompetent hands are dan- 
gerous. would seem self-evident that the gen- 
eral public ought have interest enough its own 
welfare insist the medical man having 
proper education before giving him the approval 
the State and permission take such responsi- 
bility for the lives its citizens are stake. 
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The cynic will say: “If man fool enough 
ought the expressive language the street get 
‘what coming him’.” Quite this frame 
mind have heard intelligent medical man say 
that our laws regulation the practice medi- 
cine repression the unqualified are all wrong, 
advocating place this principle State exam- 
ination simply for purposes certification 
educational qualification, putting the responsi- 
bility the choice physician squarely the 
patient. 

That well enough, only responsible 
people such gambling with their lives 
the stakes, but whole classes the community, 
whose lives are just precious, are unable intelli- 
gently make such choice. Children, the hope 
the race, admittedly cannot make intelligent choice 
for themselves and until the public better edu- 
cated along scientific lines very proportion 
our adult population are, and will 
be, children when comes taking rational 
view problems personal and public health. 


Therefore the government necessity for the 
present least must paternal the matter 
protecting the health and the lives its citizens, 
and this great responsibility, comparable 
that parent shielding its offspring. The 
individual must excused when consults 
incompetent physician, that physician has the 
stamp approval the State. The State 
giving license practice medicine, that very 
act, guarantees the educational qualification the 
physician—it cannot shift the responsibility. 
gives license practice without insisting 
proper educational qualification certifies lie. 

Now what has all this with osteopathy?

Against this 
may said that the schools osteopathy are 
giving better training than formerly, osteopa- 
thy were endeavoring worthy the responsi- 
bilities the practice medicine and surgery 
the broader sense. this true and the claims 
the osteopathists that the courses instruction 
their schools are the equal the medical courses 
the universities, even the educational re- 
quirement the present law regulating the prac- 
tice medicine California are met, their school 
should recognized medical college, but then 
there would real use for the mysterious 
“principle” osteopathy, just finally there 
real use for the principle homoeopathy. 
therefore behooves inquire into the question 
how far this claim excellence educational 
training the osteopathic schools justified. 

Nobody 
seems know. the professors that cult 
know they exhibit great reluctance formu- 
lating definition and little ingenuity avoid-

They say 
that osteopathy something which 
learned from books but only acquired from personal 
instruction. looking over number books 
osteopathy have failed find definition, 
though the books are replete with accounts 
“basic principles” which for the most part are 
garbled statements medical facts culled from 
medical books. The dictionaries define osteopathy 
theory disease which rests upon the suppo- 
sition that most diseases are traceable deforma- 
tion some part the bony skeleton which 
pressure adiacent nerves and blood vessels in- 
terferes with their function and the circulation 
the blood—a pure assumption without basis fact 
either observation experiment—possibly true 
field limited application but demonstrably 
incomplete and misleading even principle 
action the vaster fields pathology and thera- 
peutics. principle less subtle than the 
basic principle Christian Science, because 
susceptible experimental study, while 
ple Christian Science not, since nothing 
but logical truism, essentially meaningless. 


understand that osteopathy while clinging 
the name has extended its mechanical conception 
the relation form function, variations 
the former producing errors function which are 
called disease, adding the notion deforma- 
tion parts the bony skeleton the more subtle 
conception displacement individual cells 
the tissues groups cells which their func- 
tion disarranged. say the more subtle concep- 
tion for the very minuteness the tissue cell 
and the infinitude its numbers its displacements 
cannot measured relation observable func- 
tional phenomena.

etc., but who their ignorance pathology and 
clinical medicine were not very safe men for the 
care the really sick. practical sense the 
osteopathists today are descendants this sect 
rubbers.

Some practitioners osteopathy are not

While many osteopaths are well enough trained 
recognize lesions being outside the legitimate 
field massage and manipulation and are consci- 
entious enough advise the patient consult 
physician surgeon, many will not advise their 
patients, will only tardily, apparently 
being unable resist the temptation give 
few treatments. 

For account the beginnings osteopathy 
would refer the testimony given the trial 
Kentucky 1900 which Dr. Nelson, grad- 
uate the American College Osteopathy, sued 
the State Board Health for license practice 
osteopathy Kentucky. (See Jour. Am. Med.

‘The 
Board admitted that the curriculum advertised 
provided for larger number hours’ instruction 
than required the statute but held that the crux 
the matter was how those hours were util- 
ized, other words the quality instruction 
given was all important. The Court held that 
the law reads, mandatory the Board ap- 
prove school its curriculum provides certain 
number hours required instruction and that 
the Board had right refuse approval any 
school because any deficiency quality in- 
struction; that the law merely provides that the 
Board may consider the quality instruction given 
but may not act it. other words that the 
State Board Medical Examiners little more 
than debating society whose deliberations may 
have some fancied academic interest but power 
making binding decision the basis its 
investigations and deliberations. 

course any such decision will unquestion- 
ably appealed with every assurance that the 
higher court will reverse the Los Angeles court 
for, such decision should stand would 
possible for any group men whatever quali- 
fications organize medical school with little 
more requirement than ambitious program 
required hours and certain amount equip- 
ment, whether they use not, even know 
how use it. 

course self-evident that the osteopathic 
schools raise the quality their education that 
the University medical schools they will have 
attraction offer their prospective medical 
students and the schools will close, for osteopathy 
without medical qualification has limited field 
that there room the community for only 
small number its practitioners. The only hope 
the osteopathists therefore, organization, 
raise their standards barely the minimum re- 
quired the State else break down the law 
either persuading the legislature emasculate 
controlling the State Board Medical 
Examiners, whom certain power inter- 
pretation the law. Judging the strenuous 
efforts being made the osteopathic organization

the equal the University medical schools. 

Perhaps the best test the quality medical 
instruction given the College Osteopathic 
Physicians and Surgeons the attainment its 
graduates they appear before the State Board 
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Medical Examiners. the report the Board 
for 1919 seen that graduates and un- 
dergraduate this college took the examinations 
during the year. these 29, only applied for 
license drugless practitioners, less than 7%, 
while 27, more than 93%, applied for license 
practice medicine and surgery. the who 
applied for license drugless practitioners both 
passed—100%. the who took the examina- 
tions for license practice medicine and surgery, 
passed and failed, roughly 52% failed. But 
still more illuminating when one sees that 
the who failed, had failed times; 6x; 
5x; 4x; 3x; 2x; 1x, averaging 
more than failures per candidate. But the 
who passed had failed 5x; 3x; 
before taking this year’s examination. the 
who passed only passed without previous 
failure. Surely this not record indicating any 
very considerable success teaching the subjects 
ordinarily provided the medical curriculum. 
Certainly not record inspire the general public 
with any great degree confidence the fitness 
the graduates this school practice medicine 
and surgery. wonder the osteopaths are striv- 
ing tooth and nail have the medical practice act 
emasculated. 


studiously avoided telling humorous 
stories osteopathy making fun the cult, though 
the opportunities are numerous enough the 
temptation great. the contrary, have sought 
approach the subject with serious intent even 
the risk dullness, simply give unpreju- 
diced account the more obvious facts the situ- 
ation. 

serious examination into osteopathic literature 
entails much sacrifice the part the reader for 
the stuff such pathetic twaddle. Treatise 
Clinical Osteopathy which before me, published 
the Still Research Committee, emanating, 
therefore, from the very fountain head osteo- 
pathic and teaching, consists apparent- 
excerpts from various medical works without 
genuine acknowledgment the source, garbled and 
simplified make pretty much the whole 
medicine evident glance. Among the con- 
tributors are several members the College Os- 
teopathic Physicians and Surgeons. the account 
this book the aetiology almost every disease 
mentioned addition enumeration gen- 
erally accepted causes there appears some statement 
so-called osteopathic cause. Thus bronchitis 
due streptococci and other bacteria, exposure 
cold, etc., and “displacements the lower 
cervical and upper dorsal spine.” 
due bacillus coli, etc., “to perverted blood 
supply resulting from subluxated lower ribs the 
vertebrae from the tenth dorsal the third 
bar.” number cases will respond immediate- 
when the lumbar lesions are adjusted.”

should consist thorough correction any 
lesions found the lower thoracic spine and the 
ribs.

Think it! Suggesting that typhoid fever 
due among other things displacements the 
vertebrae and ribs and holding out something 
which very like promise that certain early 
cases such bony “lesions” will abort the 
disease. Raising the ribs seems quite favor- 
ite manoeuvre for advised being efficacious 
such widely different affections 
heart disease, cirrhosis the liver and typhoid. 

When there very obvious (even os- 
teopathist) relation the malady any mechan- 
ical cause, evidently not lose the case for os- 
teopathy the author takes refuge such general 
advice “correct any lesions which 
found” “adjust any displacements which may 
present particularly the lower cervical and 
broncho-pneumonia read the advice “reduce 
temperature firm steady pressure the sub- 
occipital fossa.” 

The whole matter sums itself into 
torical fact that men who have had some success 
relieving certain forms suffering rubbing, 
thumping, pressing, manipulating, seeing the limita- 
tions their field, have become ambitious 
branch out into the practice medicine and sur- 
gery, but are apparently unable unwilling 
make the necessary effort acquire the logically 
necessary education and training, and have organ- 
ized for the purpose bringing this about. With- 
out adequate educational qualification they 
insist being allowed hold themselves forth 
competent care for the sick and further 
insist that the State take the responsibility 
attesting their competence. Thus boldly they 
advocate the inauguration most dangerous 
public policy. 

The ultimate interest the medical profession 
the matter simply that maintaining high 
standard educational requirement for license 
practise medicine and surgery protection 
the lives the people. 

With the large political influence the Christian 
Scientist organization and the osteopathic 
hooves the medical men the State work to- 
gether solid unit the end that the law 
California regulating the practice medicine 
not made laughing stock.

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THE X-RAY AID DIAGNOSIS 
NON-TUBERCULAR PULMONARY 
CONDITIONS.*

the subject X-ray diagnosis non-tuber- 
culous pulmonary conditions very extensive 
one, seems wisest limit the discussion almost 
entirely demonstration lantern slides show- 
ing only those conditions which our experience 
have found the ones most commonly 
diagnosed tuberculosis and give the important 
points the differential diagnoses. 

The first point differentiation from tubercu- 
Baetjer Johns Hopkins states that imag- 
inary line drawn horizontally through the cen- 
ter the chest, those lesions invading the lung 
fields, the major portion which lies below this 
line, are non-tuberculous, and those lying above 
the line are tuberculous. exclude medias- 
tinal tumors, and occasional upper lobe abscess, 
carcinoma, this rule practically always true. 

very common condition differentiated 
from tuberculosis and which the X-ray exam- 
ination may definite aid, lung abscess. 
Here the lesion more frequently 
but may the upper lobes 
the right side. characterized irreg- 
ular shadow increased density which may 
may not involve the whole lobe. rule, the 
area increased density fades out gradually into 
the normal lung tissue, and the cavity the 
abscess filled with fluid, the dense area will 
homogeneous. the cavity only partially 
filled, fiuid level with gas above can de- 
monstrated, and the fluid level will change with 
change the patient’s position. ‘There 
cally always large area consolidation around 
the cavity that the lesion appears much larger 
the plate than really is, and the surgeon may 
disappointed finding such small cavity. 
There also enlargement the bronchial root 
glands, particularly the side the lesion, and 
increase the peribronchial markings. They 
may times multiple and may heal without 
leaving trace the original condition. The 
similarity tuberculosis seen cavity forma- 
tion. However, the tubercular cavity practically 
always has definite fibrous capsule wall about 
the characteristic mottling other por- 
tions the lung. the true abscess cavity, rarely 
can true capsule demonstrated. 

From abscess must differentiated bronchiec- 
tasis, and this may times very difficult. 
However, plates taken immediately before 
and after coughing, marked difference will 
seen the two. The characteristic lesion 
bronchiectasis marked thickening along the 
course the larger bronchi, and enlargement 
bronchial root glands, with multiple areas in- 
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creased density the lung field near the bronchi. 
some instances the costophrenic angle may 
obliterated. 


Bronchitis, both chronic and acute, gives pic- 
ture which characterized thickening along 
the bronchi, but never extending clear out the 
periphery. The areas density the lung fields 
are and there practically change be- 
tween plates taken before and after coughing. 

From abscess and tuberculosis must distin- 
guished malienancy the lung. This may 
carcinoma sarcoma either secondary primary, 
and primary endothelioma pleura with second- 
ary invasion the fields. Sarcoma the 
lung may either primary metastatic. When 
primary, usually the hilus and extends 
outward gradually into the 
confined one lobe. effusion occurs late 
not all. Calcification may occur within 
these tumors and they may occasionally develop 
dermoid cyst. Lympho sarcoma may 
times impossible differentiate from the true 
sarcomata, but the former are rule mediastinal 
tumors with little direct invasion the lung 
fields. However, they may times involve 
whole lobe the sarcomata. The sarcoma- 
tous respond very readily X-ray therapy 
least for time and this fact differen- 
them from the carcinomas. Metastatic sar- 
coma multiple rounded dif- 
fuse shadows increased density 
throughout the lung fields. rule, these shad- 
ows have rounded, smooth margins like coins, but 
occasionally may fuzzy ovtline. This same 
picture may given certain metas- 
tatic carcinoma that impossible differ- 
entiate between the two. should borne 
mind also that multiple abscesses the lung 
may also give identical picture. 

Another type metastatic type carcinoma 
which most frequently seen picture 
rounded discrete masses the hilus. 
masses mav sharply separated and with rovnded, 
them from the ordinary 
glands due any infections and which have been 
commonly observed the recent influ- 
enza. there extension ovt along the 
bronchi into the lung fields, 
bronchial shadows and rise nodular in- 
filtration the lung fields. 

very rare type secondary the 
so-called miliary type with fine, small discrete 
areas, density throughovt the lung 
fields, very much like the picture miliary tuber- 
culosis, except that the areas are little 
more dense and more sharply outlined than those 
tuberculosis. 

Primary malignancy may two types. The 
which consists rounded dense shadows, 
sharply marked off from the luna fields near the 
hilus. This type usually unilateral and may 
involve only single lobe may involve the 
lung. the later stages this type cives 


dense homogeneous shadow involving the whole 
lung field. times irregular, cavity-like area 
may observed the center the lesion. 


Another type that which starts large 
bronchus and extends gradually out along the 
bronchial tree. has smooth margin except 
the advancing margin which irregular. The 
most common type our experience bilateral 
process, most common the central lower 
portions the lung, which apparently starts near 
the hilus and grows rapidly out along the several 
bronchi into the lung fields. gives early 
picture which cannot differentiated from in- 
flammatory process. There thickening the 
bronchial with small nodules scattered 
the bronchi. extends well out the 
periphery and gives pleural effusion early. 
one case there was early involvement the peri- 
cardium with pericardial effusion, which did not 
recur after tapping. 

Another condition which frequently confused 
with tuberculosis pneumono coniosis. Here 
may have several types. most common give 
picture showing dense fibrous masses which are 
uniformly bilateral and with which smaller dense 
areas fibrosis scattered throughout the central 
and lower portions the lung fields. The aspices 
are generally Another type 
sembles miliary tuberculosis with small discrete 
areas increased density throughout both lung 
fields, but most instances, the apices. 
Here, however, the mottling more dense, the 
areas are sharper outline, more uniform size, 
and smaller than those miliary tuberculosis. 
associated.

One had only review the court records San 
Francisco for the past few months find included 
therein (1) absolutely contradictory expert med- 
ical testimony, cases where the tendency 
private practice would have been have arrived 
similar not identical conclusions, and (2) 
testimony not founded known scientific medical 
facts. These records are but examples those 
found any time any city. 

The most blatant case was the well-known 
affair which, because alleged flirtation 
with his wife, appears husband shot and killed 
another man. Several doctors testified 
case and gave, under oath, opinions some which 
were absolute disregard scientific medical 
fact. For example, one opinion was the effect 
that since the prisoner had blood pressure 
140, nervous condition was indicated that might 
render the man not responsible for his acts. Such 
testimony this resulted verdict not guilty 
well for the doctor who feels inclined give this 
type testimony remember that charge 
fraud may based not only upon knowingly 
false expression opinion under oath, but giv- 
ing “an opinion utter disregard the facts 
and inconsistent with the honesty and good faith 
the party expressing it, when the party has, or, 
under the law, should have special knowledge 
the subject not possessed the other party, and 
where ought able approximate the 
truth” (Brothers). 


another case appears that woman shot 
and killed the affinity her husband (?). One 
medical expert testified that she was insane, an- 
other that she was not; another’s opinion who 
had been asked testify was, that while sym- 
pathized deeply with the woman, considered 
her sane. This woman was found not guilty 
murder reason insanity. 


third case appears that man, after 
drinking some beer low alcoholic content, 
sought quarrel with the owner and others 
saloon. was put out. went his home, 
secured shotgun, returned and shot and killed 
the saloon-keeper. One medical 
that was insane. Another opinion was that 
was sane. The jury found him not guilty 
murder reason insanity. was placed 


‘the hospital San about 
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three weeks later was adjudged sane the in- 
sanity commission and set free. 

Why did the testimony these medical experts 
Why does the testimony any medical 
experts differ? There question that some 
cases they are consciously parties fraud. But 
there are, also, legitimate reasons for disagree- 
ment some cases. Experts differ opinion; 
they cannot disagree facts. With the pres- 
ent method individual examination and con- 
sultation the experts, each may not have accu- 
mulated the same similar facts from which 
form conclusions. When accumulated facts are 
the same there tendency agreement 
opinion. This why consultations 
practice and the clinic lead the same 
similar conclusions. investigating physician 
should offer the facts has accumulated 
common pool; from the latter better opinions 
would formed. 

“Human minds are, within limits, all receiving 
and sifting machines one type” (Pearson). 
Normally constituted minds are nearly alike 
their workings, that diagnosticians normal men- 
tal endowment who are well educated the con- 
tents and methods the medical sciences, 
studying similar pathological conditions will, 
may feel sure, arrive similar conclusions” 
(Barker). 

Regarding the “hypothetical this fre- 
quently causes physician become party, 
against his will otherwise, malingerer’s 
game. Even legal books refer one 
the greatest vices expert medical testimony, 
and the most abominable form evidence used 
influence jury. The hypothetical question 
supposed true synopsis the testimony 
the witnesses preceding the expert, and 
supposed accept such testimony true, and 
give the jury his conclusions and opinions from 
these data, although may believe know cer- 
tain them false and fraudulent. Unscru- 
pulous experts may use the “hypothetical case” 
loophole give opinions benefit their side 
the case, although they know such opinions 
based untrue assumptions. evident that 
the hypothetical question may great use 
the malingering murderer litigant. 

generally the opinion that insanity 
cult feign; indeed, question. whether the 
simulation psychosis neurosis can ac- 
complished healthy individual. 
However, there does not seem much need that the 
malingerer’s picture cleverly painted doc- 
tors are available take the burden proving 
the derangement, upon their own shoulders—and 
this for consideration.

chart herewith presented has been designed and 
now use the Baby Clinic, branch the 
Children’s Clinic Stanford University Medical 
School.
